He was educated at Central I'ni- 
vanity and the Cniversity of Viiyinia, 
from whiah latter pUca ba was gnduat- 
ad from tbe law school with honors. He 
was admitted to the bar and practiced 
law in Richmond, but was never an aj;- 
gressive practitioner, pr.ferlnir oiher 
lines of business. lit- wa.> elected to the 
legislature from Madi.son county during 
tho calabnted Huntar-Blackbura o<m 
int for tha Sanatotriiip, aad was one of 
the Kepublican candidata*s cloiie<it 
friends. In December, 1901. he was 
married to .Miss .los.'sf Kennedy, of Cin- 
cinnati, and she wiih two children sur- 
vive him. Mr. Bumam held many pos!- 
tioBs of trust during bis life aad served 
bis fellowauta waH. His record In pub- 
lic life was worthy of emulation. Dur- 
ing the term of Samuel H. Stone, who 
wa.s Auditor under Gov l>radle>. .Mr. 
Burnam seiv«)d as Deputy Insurance 
Comminionar, and tbe records of his 
ollloial doings attest bis wonderful ex- 
eeutin ability. At tbe time of bis 
dnth he was Referee in Bankruptcy for 
Madison, Clark and Estill counties and 
had often held the position of Chairman 
of tbe Republican County Committee 
bnldn betaig promhieBt in pahtlaal cir- 
oin of his paitjr in his eoanty, district 
and State. Jadge A. R. Bumam.' R. R. 
llurnam and Thompson Kurnam. all of 
this oily, are brothers surviving, besides 
two sisters. Mrs. Waller Bennett, and 
Miss Lucia Burnaai, who is now in Italy. 
Tba funeral aerview wen aeadueted 
Tueeday afteraooa at the home by Rev. 
E. & Barnes, anisted by Rev. Edmund 
Bumam and the Elks Lod^e of Rich 
mond, of which Mr. Kurnain was a be- 
loved member.

Be (»>ntent with more natural action 
and more humane treatment. To a cer- 
uitt axtoat. 'aolkw can be improved by 
exercise in deep straw or over plowed 
ground, but. beyond thia, what is gained 
bv the liitfli chei-k rein is at the cost of 
11 comfort oil the pari of the horse. 
Did you ever have your fool tilled to 
a shoe, or do you insist in having shoes 
lad to your feet'r Why, then, allow a 
bbMksmith to fit your horse's foot to the 
hot shoe, by burning the boof aaliithare 
is oi|uhI bearing. To be aim thara auy 
be no evidence of pain, but tbe Bearing 
of the hoof structure with a hoi iron 
never will be permilied by a humane 
A. That tbe opera ios Injures the 
fool.
